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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE 1. The name of this Association shall be the Lebanon 
Baptist Association. 
ARTICLE 2. The Offieers of this Association shall be a Mod- 


erator, a Clerk and a Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by 


ballot and hold their offices until their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE 8. The object of this Association shall, be the promotion 
of the Redeemer’s kingdom by the concentration of Christian labor, in- 
culeation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly intercouise 
among churches. 

ARTICLE 4. Members of the Association may be of two classes, 
viz: delegates and messengers, who shall produce evidence of their ap- 
pointment by the churches which they propose to represent, before 
being entitled to seats. Only delegates shall have the right to vote. 

ARTICLE 5. Each church belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two delegates until its members shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each additional fifty or fractional part thereof; 
provided, that ministers who are members of such churches, but supply 
other pulpits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular 
quota. 

: ARTICLE 6. This Association shall have the power of an ad- 
visory council and shall in no wise infringe upon the rights of inde- 
pendence of the churches. 

ARTICLE 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association 
unless regularly sent up through the churches, and such queries shall 
embrace only questions of doctrines. 

ARTICLE 8. The Association shall meet annually as may be 
agreed upon, and after enrolling the names of the delegates, proceed by 
ballot to the election of a Moderator, a Clerk and Treasurer. 

ARTICLE 9. The duties of the various officers of the Association 
‘shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s Parlia- 
mentary Manual shall be the basis of decisions of order. 

ARTICLE 10. The Churches holding the Articles of Faith adopted 
by this body, may become members of this Association by a unanimous 
vote, and letters of dismission may be obtained without assigning a 
reason therefor, by the concurrence of a majority present, while the 
Association retains the right of withdrawing from such churches as it 
shall deem heterodox or disorderly. 

ARTICLE 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at 
any annual meeting of the Association by a three-fourths vote of the 
delegates present. 


ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Sor and the Holy 
Ghost—equal in power and glory. 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old Testament and the 
New were written by the inspiration of God, and are the only rules of 
faith and_ practice. : 

We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total depravity 
and man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of God. ; 

4. We believe that God chose His pecple, in Christ, before the

foundation of the world, and that they are kept! by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to be revealed in the last time. 

5. We. believe that sinners are justified in the sight of God only 
by the undisputed righteousness of Christ. 


6. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed means of calling 
sinners to the knowledge of the Truth; and as He has commanded it 
to be preached to every creature, all are required- to obey. 


7. We believe that good works are the fruit of faith, and the only 
evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound therein 
from a principle of love. 

8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just and the un- 
just, and the general judgement, and that the joys of the righteous and 
that the punishment of the wicked will be eternal. 

9. We believe that a visible church of Christ is composed of bap- 
tized believers only, who are covenanted to keep up a discipline agree- 
able to the rules of the New Testament Scriptures. 

10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver of His 
church and that the government is with the church, each member hav- 
ing equal rights therein. 

ll. We believe that Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the only 
ordinances of the Church, and are to be continued until the second 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

12. We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and can be ad- 
ministered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that only 
believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 

13. We believe that regularly Baptized believers only have a right 
to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. All meetings pf the Association shall be opened with prayer 
and closed with prayer and benediction. 


2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of 
the churches composing the same and the enrollment of delegates rep- 
resenting them. é 


_ 3. No delegates can be enrolled until they furnish evidence in 
writing from the church which they propose to represent, which shall 
be submitted to the Clerk. 


4. No business shall be discussed by the body umiless it shall have 
been brought up before it by a motion sustained by a second. 

6. The Moderator may correct any speaker for misquotation, 
personal reflection, or indiscreet language. 

7. Any member feeling himself agrieved by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when if it is sustained bya 
two-thirds vote, the Moderator’s ruling shall be reversed. 

8. All members shall use the term “Brother” when addressing or 
speaking to each other; and one failing to observe this rule shall sub- 
ject himself to a reprimand by the Moderator. 

9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a two-thirds majority vote.

W enjoying good health would, no doubt, be in 

many others constant sufferers for the lack of medical 


attention. 


Our own State Hospital at Jackson, under the splendid leadership 
of Dr. R. S. Curry, is valued at about $150,000.00 and has made a record 
of which we are justly proud. During the past year we have treated 
1247 patients, 176 of these were charity. We have now in our own 
State Hospital 20 christian young women in training, who will soon go 
out into our cities, towns and rural communities as nurses to care for 
the sick and improve the general health conditions of our people. 

.._ Provisions have been made for our Hospitals in the $75,000,000 
Campaign, and if we would g0 forward with this work as our Maste: 
would have us do we must pay our pledges to this fund promptly and 
in full to the last subseriber. " This work can be greatly aided by spec

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION

B.D. Gray, Corresponding Secretary, each department has a head 
responsible for the work of that department. Dr. Gray, himself, has 
immediate charge o fthe departments of Co-operative Missions, Soj- 
diers and Seamen and Publicity. The superintendents of other depart- 
ments are as follows: Evangelism and Enlistment, Dr. O. E. Bryan; 
Mountain Schools, Dr. A. E. Brown; Foreigners, Indians and Negroes, 
Dr. B. C. Henning; Southern Baptist Sanatorium, Dr. H. F. Vermillion; 
Church Extension, Dr. Austin Crouch. 

It would be interesting to report the work by departments but the 
scope of this report renders that impracticable. “We imply state some 
outstanding facts. Dr. Crouch was recently placed at the head of the 
Chureh Extension Work to take the place of Dr. L. B. Warren who re- 
signed from the service of the Board on account of the loss of his 
vision. He served nine years and succeeded in raising the Church 
Building Loan Fund from nothing to a million dollars, thas giving a 
good account ‘of his stewardship. The fund however is far from being 
adequate. The Board at its last meeting combined the departments 
of Evangelism and Enlistment placing both under the Supervision of 
Dr. O. E. Bryan who had recently been called to the department of En- 
listment. - 

The Board, about a year and a half ago, started some work among 
the Jews securing for this service Rev. Jacob Gartenhaus, a converted 
Jew. This is a very difficult work and rather discouraging, but Mr. 
Gartenhaus made a very good showing for his first year’s work. 

In ics last annual report the Board had in all departments 1188 
missionaries who supplied 3188 churches and mission stations, deliver- 
ed 165,455 sermons and addresses, made 236,992 religious visits, report- 
ed 56,164 baptisms with 83,994 total additions to the churches, and or- 
ganized 305 churches, 786 Sunday Schools, built or improved 456 
church buildings and distributed millions of leaflets and several thous- 
and copies of the scriptures. The department of Evangelism reported 
3100 volunteers for Christian service. 

Co-operative missions is the work done in cooperation with the 
State Boards which in its last report the Board claims has been by far 
the most potent agency of Southern Baptists in enlisting, combining 
and directing the energies of the denomination for the propagation of 
the gospel. ; 

Contributions from the 75 Million Fund last year amounted to 
$899,111.67 of w hich Mississippi contributed $62,369.86. The South 
fell short of paying its pledges by a million and a half dollars while 
Mississippi fell more than £50,000 short. The heavy indebtedness of

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS 


It would be impossible in this brief report to record all the wonder- 
ful things God has wrought on our Foreign Mission Fields. We can 
merely call attention to the most important. The total amount contri- 
buted to Foreign Missions.by Southern Baptists during the past year. 
is $1,814,598.32. A great relief work has been done in the fields oc- 
cupied by our missionaries. $95,492.19 having been given and desig- 
nated for this work. There has béen great growth in our work on the 
Foreign Fields. This growth has been along the following lines: 
“In the faithfulness of the missionaries, the blessing of God upon their 
labors, the growth of missionary institutions, the converts which they 
have baptized, the growth and development of the native Christians, 
and the growing friendliness of native populations for the missionaries 
and their work.” We have now on our Foreign Mission Fields 622 
churches with a total membership of 64,251. We have in our Sunday 
Schools 53,691 students. We have in the day schools conducted by our 
missionaries 26,423 students, with 370 ministerial students. The total 
number baptized during the year is 7,891. Another interesting fact 
about our Foreign Mission work is the increased giving on the part of 
native Christians. They gave this last year $465,235. This is a far 
greater average per capita than was given by Southern Baptists. A 
great new field has been opened in Europe and promises to become one 
of our greatest missionary opportunities. The great need now is that 
our people shall be faithful in meeting their pledges to the 75 Million 
Campaign so that the work may go forward and new nfissionaries may 
be sent out to take charge of new opportunities and growing fields.

REPORT ON 75 MILLION FUND. 

The records will show that not a single church of this Association 
has paid its annual subscription to the 75 Million Fund. It is true, 
however, that many of our churches made considerable payments. 
Others, of course, for various reasons, made very small payments and 
multitudes, nothing at all. 

_ There are several causes which have hindered. One is that the 
initial enthusiasm did not last. Another, that many grew careless and 
indifferent, and still another, that times have ndt been so prosperous as 
they were when the pledges were made. But your committee believes 
that as a rule our people “a their pledges expecting to pay them, 
and that the proper attitude is that they should be encouraged in every 
Possible way to make it their business to keep on paying that they 
make it the determined business policy of their lives to devise ways 


— for the payment of all pledges to this great forward move- 
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Ther there dre many new members in our churches who have not 
been enlisted even in making a subscription. These, of course, should 
be given opportunity to cote in with the rest on the campaign pay- 
ments. Z 

The report to the last Southern Baptist Convention gave the 
amount contributed the last conventional year—May 1921; May 1922 by 
the Lebanon Association as $31,683.14: This is considerably smaller 
than the previous year, which was $44,133.18. When we remember 
that the 75 Million Fund includes all of our general work, we see how 
necessary it is to make it the systematic business of the churches to 
take care of their pledges. This is the only way we have for doing 
our work, and if this be not done, then our whole work will suffer.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 


Long since he Baptist people have seen their opportunity of pro- 
viding for the fatherless and motherless children of the land. They 
have really felt their responsibility in the face of this opportunity, be- 
ing moved by the Christian motive of love and have exemplified herein 
“true and undefiled religion.” The Mississippi Baptist Orphanage, of 
which Rev. J. R. Carter is superintendent, is located at Jackson; and 
was established twenty-five years ago. It has during these years 
cared for more than one thousand children. It has now in its keeping 
one hundred and eighty boys and girls. The institution has been 
signally blessed with good health. Comparatively few deaths have 
vecured in the Hodme. These young lives receive far better watch- 
care and moral training than are to be found in many homes of the 
state. Also they have splendid school advantages, and many of them 
are being prepared for great usefulness in the world. 

This Home is Supported by voluntary contributions. While the 
people have been loyal and responsive to its calls; yet its growing needs 
finds its income barely meeting its growing current expenses. Larger 
equipments are needed. The greater part of its support now comes 
through the Seventy-Five Million Funds. This, with the other objects 
thus fostered, are altogether worthy. We would therefore, sincerely 
urge our people, even to the point of sacrifice to pay up their pledges 
to this enlargement campaign. ;
